The monuments Is on a small ridge between 2 draws, 
approximately 250’ east and 250’ north of the lake. There is a large ravine about 100’ east of 
the corner and the top of the ridge is about 200’ northeast.

Northwest corner of Section 19, Township 7 North, Range 1 East; A 2% inch aluminum monument with a 3 1/4 inch cap was 
set 1.3' above grade at the record distance noted Original Government Notes from a 5/8 inch iron pipe found at the Northeast 
corner of Section 25, T7N, R1W (N25), on a line to a metal post found at the South 1/16 corner on the east line of said Section 
25. The record distance noted in said Original Government Notes was 427.68" (6.48 Chains). No proportionate measurement 
was used due to the lack of monuments available caused by the creation of Monrce Reservoir.
